What’s NEW 
in MEDICINE?

Atomic heart medicine. A form of “racing 
heart” disease (auricular fibrillation) that may 
be triggered by coronary attacks, emotional 
stresses, overactive thyroid glands, and other 
factors, is usually controlled by drugs well- 
known to doctors. But sometimes the patient’s 
heart beats so rapidly that the usual medicines 


can't slow it down. In such cases, a dose of 
radioactive iodine—swallowed like a glass of 


water—has given “gratifying” results, accord- 


ing to a report made at a clinical meeting of 


the American Medical Association by Dr. Eliot 
Corday of Cedars of Lebanon Hospital, Los 
Aneeles. lodine made radioactive in an atomic 
pile slows the body’s metabolism, “‘and for 
reasons not fully understood as yet, this slows 
down the patient’s racing heart.’’ One patient 
whose fibrillating heart had resisted all other 
medications for 17 years was restored to normal 


rhythm by radioactive iodine. 


Put on weight. Overlooked in today’s gen- 
eral concern about overweight is the opposite 
and equally frustrating problem of chronic un- 
derweight, estimated to affect 13 per cent of 
the population. A calorie-packed preparation 
which helps to put on vital pounds is used by 
many doctors with patients who have poor ap- 
petites or are convalescing from illness. Some 
patients gain as much as 10 pounds a month. 
Dr. Fredrick J. Stare, nutrition specialist of 
Harvard's School of Public Health, says he has 
seen “hundreds of such spectacular results.” 
Lipomul, the weight-adding product, is a 
pleasant-flavored emulsion of corn oil which is 
taken by the tablespoon (90 calories) or mixed 
with flavored drinks. It does not replace foods 
normally eaten. but is a weight-building sup- 
plement. preferably taken at bedtime. Each 
pint of the product consumed in addition to 
customary meals puts on about one pound of 


body weight. 


Unnecessary supplements. Vitamin EF is 
now known to be essential to body processes. 
Labels stating that its ‘*need in human nutri- 
tion has not been established’’ are no longer 
required. But in announcing this change, the 
Food and Drug Administration warns consum- 
ers not to be deceived by “‘wild claims’’ for 
vitamin E products which irresponsible pro- 
moters may be tempted to make. The federal 
agency states that the normal daily diet pro- 
vides more than adequate amounts of vitamin 
E for the average person, and that “‘any claim 
that there is need for dietary supplementation 
with vitamin E will be considered false.”

Vest-pocket oxygen tank. A new de- 
vice about the size of a fountain pen gives an 
immediate personal supply of revivifying oxy- 
gen in short-of-breath emergencies. It contains 
a tiny cylinder of compressed gas. The user 
merely puts one end of the “gun” to his lips. 
like a whistle, turns a thumbscrew. and up to 
two minutes of oxygen-enriched air is delivered 
into the mouth. A fresh cylinder can be put in 
place in eight seconds. The pocket oxygen dis- 
penser is of great value in any condition in 
which temporary lack of oxygen threatens life 
or causes discomfort—heart trouble, angina 
pectoris. lung conditions such as emphysema 
and bronchial asthma, shortness of breath. 
croup, or oxygen failure in planes. The device, 
called Oxy-Hale, was demonstrated at a meet- 
ing of the New York State Society of Anes- 
thesiologists. Dr. Maurice S. Segal, profes- 
sor of clinical medicine at Tufts Medical Col- 
lege. believes that “it is only a matter of time 
before many patients with anginal pain due 
to coronary insufficiency will be carrying 
one of these units.” The dispenser is avail- 
able to the general public through surgical 


supply houses. 


TV set radiation? [t's true that television 
tubes emit weak X rays, but there’s no reason 
to be apprehensive about radiation injury. 
Physicists of Francis Delafield Hospital, New 
York, who measured feeble TV set radiation 
with ultra-sensitive instruments, found that the 
amount of radiation that reaches a viewer is 
less than one one-hundredth of the normal 
background radiation from rocks, cosmic rays, 
and other natural sources that we all receive 
every day from our environment. A wrist watch 
with hands made luminous by small amounts 
of radium, if constantly worn, delivers more 
radiation than you get watching TV, according 
to another study. Although the amount of lu- 
minous dial radiation is very small, it is sig- 
nificant enough to be counted in considering 
total exposure to unnecessary radiation. 


Young men’s coronaries. |f you work 
long hours. hate to take vacations, and never 
say “no” to outside demands on your leisure 
time, you'd better let up a little for the good of 
your heart. Dr. Henry L. Russek of the U.S. 
Public Health Service Hospital, Staten Island, 
New York, has studied the smoking. eating. 
exercising, and working habits of 100 men un- 
der the age of 40 who suffered coronary attacks. 
The most significant finding was that a period

Moist air combats colds. You 
may escape a few colds if vou keep 
the air in your home properly 
moist. At a conference on colds 
held by the Royal Society of Med- 
icine, specialists noted that the 
“sniffle season” begins not only 
when outdoor temperatures drop, 
but when-indoor air becomes dry- 
er after heating systems are turned

Symptoms disappeared 
and ulcerations healed. ACTH 
dosage was stopped, but the other

drugs were continued in reduced 
amounts after the patient left the 
hospital. Three months later she 
had gained 30 pounds, had no di- 
etary restrictions, and was com- 
pletely rehabilitated: ACTH. a 
hormone which stimulates adrenal 
gland activity, was credited with 
bridging the crisis and gaining time 
for the other medicines to correct 
the disease process.

According to lan- 
guage experts, the people here speak with a Midwestern 
accent. Louisville has one-fifth of this state’s population 
and about half of its industries. 


This is the home of the Courter Journal and Louisville 
Times. The Courier Journal is rated one of the world’s ten 
greatest newspapers. This is the home of the University 
of Louisville, Presbyterian and Baptist Theological 
Seminaries, and Bellarmine College. It is the home of 
Churchill Downs, where the world-famous Kentucky 
Derby is held annually on the first Saturday in May. 
Here the fastest horses in the world compete for more 
than $100,000. This is one of the most colorful events in 
Kentucky. Whether you like horses and racing or not, 
try to see one Kentucky Derby in your lifetime. 
Leaving Louisville, we take Route 60 toward Eastern 
Kentucky. This is one of the most scenic highways in the 
world in spring and autumn. Now we’ve reached Frank- 
fort, our capital, where a funicular takes us down the 
steep limestone palisade into Old Frankfort, or, on the 
other side, up to the Bluegrass. The Kentucky River 
through centuries past has cut a miniature Grand Can- 
yon through the flint-hard limestone strata, and you 
can travel up this river something like 245 miles by boat. 
If we stop in Frankfort at the old Capitol Building, 
you can read the history of Kentucky in one of the most 
colorful and alive state museums in the United States. 
Leaving Frankfort for the Bluegrass Region is the be- 
ginning of wordless poetry in the spring. There is no 
other area in the parts of the world I have seen that 
equals this Bluegrass Region for scenic beauty.

Tips for beginners— 
How to repair 
a buttonhole 


Buttonholes often break, ravel, or pull 
away from fabric, especially in much-used 
pajamas and children’s clothing. Here are a 
few tips to help end this mending problem. 


For most fabrics, you can use 
an all-purpose “sharp” needle, 
threaded with a half-yard. single 
strand of heavy-duty mercerized 
thread or buttonhole twist. 

In order to repair a button- 
hole, you reinforce the worn 
fabric, then make a new one. 


Snip away the frayed material 
or loose threads, being careful 
not to cut into the fabric. 

With a small running stiteh, 
make two or three rows of stitch- 
ing close to the buttonhole slit. 
This will help reinforce the weak- 
ened fabric. 


If the fabric frays easily, you 
should overcast the edges of the 
slit. This will hold the fabric 
firmly and give it “body.” 


If the buttonhole receives ex- 
tra strain, such as a waistband 
button closure, you might want 
to reinforce the fabric. 

Sew a patch of similar material 
to the garment’s wrong side: or, 
slip a patch between the facing 
and the outer material. Be sure 
to match the fabric grains. 

\ non-woven interfacing will 
make an excellent reinforcement 
patch —no need to match grains. 


Rework _ buttonhole. Keep 
stitches close and even, so the 
purls cover raw edges. Take nee- 
dle to underside, run it under a 
few stitches, cut thread. 

If the reworked buttonhole is 
too large, you can shorten it by 
sewing part of it shut.

Puzzled by 
AIR CONDITIONER 
RATINGS ? 


Thinking of buying an air conditioner? If so, be prepared. 
This year, most room and central models are rated in 
BTUs (British Thermal Units). Furnace sizes have long 
been compared in BTUs—now these same units are stand- 
ard for heating, cooling, and modern all-weather systems. 

A “‘ton”’ of air conditioning cooled you as much as a ton 
of ice melting in 24 hours. But in these days of refriger- 
ators and ice cubes, that meant little. ‘‘Horsepower’’ re- 
ferred to the size of the compressor motor—but sometimes 
a two-horsepower unit turned out no more cooling than a 
1 '4-horse model. So this rating was unreliable. 

BTUs are both reliable and meaningful. Like calories in 
a diet, they count up the units of heat you must push out- 
doors to cool your room or house. The more BTUs you 
get rid of, the cooler you are. 

An air conditioning dealer knows how to estimate your 
“cooling load’’ from your room dimensions, number and 
size of windows, insulation, number of people using the

Don’t be a DUNCE 
about SCHOOL LAWS 


ME” Parents should know the law as it applies to 


them, their child, and his school. Here’s a 


look at some situations. A few of these answers 


are necessarily general, but your local school 


authorities can give you specific information.

Is the right to attend school absolute? 


. No. Attending school is more of a privilege 


than a right. A pupil may be denied admis- 
sion or excluded if his behavior, or mental 
or physical condition interferes with the 
eflicient conduct of the school. Also un- 
co-operative parents those who refuse to 
come to school for consultation when re- 
quested, or who allow their children to be 
chronically late or absent, or do not insist 
that homework and other school obligations 


he met- may find their children excluded. 


- Must education authorities assign your 


child to the nearest school? 


( ) our Y hool hoard oper ,a neu high ry hool near 
your home and decides that admission will be by 
entrance examination. The new school 1s much 
nearer and less dangerous to get to than your 
child's old one. Can he be denied admission to 


the new school? 


The board may set up any reasonable stand- 
ards of admission. It does not have to assign 
pupils on a basis of nearness although this is 


usually done with elementary school pupils 


If vou don't like your child’s school, can 


vou refuse to send him to it? 
()ou have moved to a new district and come in 
to register your child. You notice that the build- 
ng appears to he poorl maintained.) 


. You can take your child out of that school 


but you can’t require the school board to 
assign him to another one. You must make 


sauistactory arrangements to educate him 


probably result in most places, too, if you de 
not permit your child to take a physical ex- 


amination. 


Q. Must your child listen to the reading 


of the Bible? 
(Dour religion does not approve of the version of 
the Bible which is read in your child’s school as 
part of the daily exercises. What can you do 
about it?) 


A. At present this question is very much up in 


the air. The constitutionality of the reading 
of the Bible in the schools has never been 
decided by the U.S. Supreme Court. Some 
states require it to be read, others merely 
authorize it, a few forbid it. In some places 
children may be permitted to leave the room 
at the time it is beine read. 


. Can the school tell your child how to dress? 


(One morning your teen-age daughter decides to 
wear jeans to school. An hour later she is home 
with imstructions from the principal to get into 
a dress and not to return until she does. Has he 
the authority to do this?) 


Yes. In general, the school may within reason 
forbid any clothing or adornment which it 
considers unsuitable or in poor taste. Re- 
fusal to conform may result in suspension. 


. May a teacher strike your child? 


(One afternoon your nine-year-old boy comes 
home crying, tells you he was slapped hy the 
teacher for misbehaving. Did the teacher have the 
right to do this?)

Transylvania students used to 
fight with pearl-handled dueling 
pistols over the definition of a word 
or the meaning of a sentence. Stu- 
dents, faculty members, and lead- 
ing citizens all kept pistols, and 
dueling became such common 
practice, killing or maiming so 
many of the state’s leading citizens, 
that a law was finally passed out- 
lawing it. So these Kentuckians 
just went out of the state to fight 
duels. Our famous statesman, 
Henry Clay, was shot in the groin 
by Humphrey Marshall, another 
important statesman. 

In many of the colonial homes 
here, life goes on as leisurely today 
as it did among the landed aristoc- 
racy of England and France who 
built them 150 years ago. 

The huge monuments you see 
were not erected to people. That is 
a race horse cemetery, and many 
of the horses buried there are fa- 
mous ones. 


W. could take a 24-mile side 
trip from Lexington down to Har- 
rodsburg’s Pioneer Memorial State 
Park. Route 68 is flanked all the 
way by Bluegrass farms where 
young thoroughbreds, lambs, and 
calves are running behind white 
fences. 

Harrodsburg is Kentucky’s first 
permanent settlement. Rugged 
pioneers died fighting Indians and 
epidemics here, and the old ceme- 
tery, with its indecipherable field

hardships. The replica of Old Fort 
Harrod is accurate in every detail, 
and over 100,000 tourists enter the 
stockade gates every year. Very 
few tourist attractions combine his- 
toric interest, educational value, 
and natural beauty so effectively 
as Pioneer Memorial State Park. 

Now we leave Lexington for 


Eastern Kentucky. To the north of 


us are rolling slopes and Bluegrass 
farms. Kentucky is shaped like the 
moldboard of a_hillside-turning 
plow, and that country up there is 
at the top of the moldboard. The 
Bluegrass land is beginning to dis- 
appear, and in the distance you 
can see hills rise up like stalwart 
green props against the sky. 

At Morehead we enter the East- 
ern Mountains (often called the 
Great Cumberland Plateau), an 
area as large as Vermont. The 
speech is not as soft here as you 
heard in the Bluegrass. Dialect, 
idiomatic expressions—even words 

show a noticeable change. A high 
school English teacher whose 
pupils said they couldn’t under- 
stand certain stories in their litera- 
ture textbooks began to search for 
the cause. He found that language 
was the barrier. The pupils and 
their parents were still using ap- 
proximately 1,200 words from 
Chaucerian and Elizabethan Eng- 
land. 

We’ve never used dueling pistols 
in this area, but we’ve had feuds— 
not fought by ignorant men, either, 
but by our best citizens. Ever hear 


of the Martin-Tolliver feud? It was 
fought right here. 

Near us are counties where 99 
per cent of the names came from 
the British Isle. Elliott, Morgan, 
Menifee, and Wolfe are among 
these. There are no mines or in- 
dustries in these counties, and the 
people who dwell here, descen- 
dants of the pioneers who settled 
this rugged land, live much the 
same way now as their ancestors 
did. 

This is the land of sandstones, 
cliffs, deep valleys, clear rapid 
streams, the pine, hemlock, and 
chestnut oak. This is the land of 
the sawbriar, laurel, holly, wild 
huckleberry, and trailing arbutus. 
This is a land of ridges, valleys, and 
steep infertile slopes. 


; to show you one of our many 
state parks, we’ll leave 60 and drive 
over to Carter Caves State Park, 
where you can rent a cabin by the 
week, month, or summer at a 
reasonable rate. You can cook 
your own meals or buy good food 
at the state-operated restaurant 
A good dinner costs from $1.50 
to $2. 

Next is Ashland, with 35,000 
people, the largest city in our East- 
ern fourth of this state. If we had 
the time we could stay for the Jean 
Thomas Folk Song Festival held 
near here annually in June. The 
old and the young come to play 
their dulcimers, autoharps, fiddles, 
banjos, and guitars, and to sing the 
old native folk songs and ballads, 


many of which their ancestors 
brought from England. They dance 
the old native dances that went 
from here to become popular over 
America. 

We take U. S. 23 from here, up 
the famous Big Sandy River into 
the heart of the mountains. This 
area has produced soldiers as fine 
as have ever come from any seg- 
ment of America. This is the land 
of Hatfields and McCoys, land of 
ballads, square dances, and coal 
miners. Now you are seeing a 
region and a people without paral- 
lel in the United States. 

This is Lawrence County, which 
has produced more doctors than 
any similar area with approximate 
population in America. Reason? 
Nearly a century ago a school 
teacher came here and suggested 
to his pupils that they study medi- 
cine. They did. Their sons, grand- 
sons, and great-grandsons have 
followed the tradition. This county 
is almost solidly Methodist, which 
is unusual in this mountain region 
where Baptists rule. 

Until coal miners were organ- 
ized into unions, Eastern Ken- 
tucky was almost solidly Repub- 
lican. Much of it is still. This area 
was antislavery and fought for the 
Union in the Civil War. This val- 
ley was an important inroad where 
armies marched and fought in the 
Civil War. 

This is Prestonburg, a mountain 
city that my mother’s people, the 
Prestons, and the Hyltons founded. 
Near here is Dewey Lake, visited 


by thousands of tourists. This is 
another State Park. If time per- 
mitted it would be a good side 
trip. We shall continue to Pikeville. 
capital of soft coal industry. 

Pikeville hasn’t much level 
space. It is the city of one-way 
streets. We must visit the Hatcher 
Hotel where Mr. Hatcher, who 
thought his quotations would be 
beneficial to his guests, printed 
them on his lobby walls. You’ll find 
these very interesting. Can I quote 
some? Sure: 

“Keep your face always before 
the sun and the shadows will fall 
behind you.” 

“Tt is more disgraceful to sus- 
pect one’s friends than to be de- 
ceived by them.” 

“The only substitute for brains 
is silence.” 


oe high schools and colleges 
have replaced the clans, and young 
men train their eagle-eyes on 
basketball hoops instead of over 
musket sights. They show their 
skills on the hardwood courts and 
football fields. Athletes from here 
are sought by institutions all over 
America. 

Yes, our people are poorer here 
than in other parts of the state. Life 
is more rugged. [ll admit these 
coal-mine camps are unattractive. 
Remember you are seeing a dif- 
ferent part of Kentucky—a differ- 
ent part of America. My father 
was a coal miner when I was a boy, 
and my sympathies go deep for the

You 
will see moonbows this evening in 
the Cumberland Falls. To see 
moonbows anywhere else in the 
world, vou'll have to go to South 
\frica. In these Kentucky moun- 


tains, you can eat smorgasbord

Have you ever smelled penny- 
royal? It’s a little green weed with 
a fragrant, spicy odor. Wherever it 
grows, the land is too poor to grow 
anything else except broomsedge. 
Now we are coming into. the 
Pennyroyal district, which is larger 
than New Jersey. 

I can’t tell you how the people 
live. I told you before we began 
this tour that you'd see more varied 
landscapes in Kentucky than in 
any other state in the Union. Two 
counties in the Pennyroval have 
struck it rich on oil. Otherwise. 
there are no minerals or ores in 
this area. There is more gold in 
this area than in any similar area 
in the world, but it is already 
mined and buried at Fort Knox. 

The Pennyroyal has one of the 
finest tourist attractions in Amer- 
ica. We are approaching it now: 
Mammoth Cave National Park 
You can see one of the greatest 
if not the greatest—cave in the 
world. 

From this infertile land of Penny- 
royal, broomsedge, buried gold, 
explored and unexplored mam- 
moth caverns, and underground 
rivers, we shall follow Route 80 to 
the Jackson Purchase, which is 
three-fourths surrounded by rivers 
It is bordered in the east by the 
Kentucky River and Lake, on the 
north by the Ohio, and on the west 
by the Mississippi.

topsoil of river-borne alluvium 
comparable to that of the Nile 
Valley. Later you can see cotton, 
corn, and dark tobacco growing 
here. This is the county that Irving 
S. Cobb, noted American humor- 
ist and writer, immortalized in his 
books and stories. Listen to accents 
of speech, as soft and slow among 
the natives here as they are any- 
where in the Deep South. 

We are going to Dam Village on 
a lake that has more miles of shore 
line than any other man-made 
lake in the world. Sometimes called 
the Tennessee and sometimes 
called the Kentucky Lake, it is 186 
miles long and almost spans both 
of those states. Here are hotels, 
cabins, a dining area with as fine a 
food as I’ve ever eaten. You can 
fish, play games, swim, boat. It is 
almost always safe to say there are 
tourists from 30 states somewhere 
along this lake. 

We are taking Route 62 through 
Western Kentucky coal fields, an- 
other area the size of Connecticut. 
This area is a contrast to our East- 
ern Kentucky coal fields. The 
houses are not all alike here. These 
are clean and pretty little towns. 
The people are more prosperous 
here. I wanted you to see the con-

the same state. Why is this? Look at 
the level spaces and fine farm land 
in this mining area! They have 
both shaft and tipple mines. There 
is not another coal-mining area 
this side of the Ruhr Valley of Ger- 
many as clean, pretty, and pros- 
perous as the Western Kentucky 
coal fields. This itself should be an 
attraction for tourists. 

We are approaching the Knobs, 
a narrow strip of conical-shaped 
knobs in the shape of a half-moon 
extending all the way across the 
state from the Ohio River south of 
Louisville to Vanceburg on the 
Ohio River in Northeastern Ken- 
tucky. A region more for geologists 
than for tourists, there are only 
2,000 acres of fertile land here, and 
the geologists are wondering how 
these few acres got there. 

How do the inhabitants live? 
They live like the people in the 
Pennyroyal. How do they talk? 
Their accents are Eastern, Middle, 
and Midwestern, since their region 
ends close to Louisville. Have any 
of the people amounted to any- 
thing? Near Hodgenville, a very 
important American was born: 
Abraham Lincoln. 


Look at the cars and busses 


parked here. Look at the different 
state and foreign licenses. Look at 
the crowds of people! Among them 
are all the colors and races of man, 
perhaps a score of nationalities, 
and all religious faiths! Where on 
this continent, or any other, will 
you see such homage paid to the 
birthplace of man? Was there ever 
a man born of poorer parents, on 
poorer soil, and in a log cabin so 
humble who ever amounted to as 
much? 

Yes, Abraham Lincoln and Jef- 
ferson Davis, leaders of the North 
and South during the Civil War, 
were born in Kentucky and not 
over 75 miles apart. Jefferson 
Davis was born at Fairview, where 
there is a monument erected to 


him that’s higher than the Wash- 
ington Monument. His birthplace, 
too, has become a tourist mecca. 

We have made a complete circle 
within the state. Just a few miles 
north is Louisville, which was the 
point of our beginning. Our tour 
has been a long, enjoyable sen- 
tence we have written together 
This Kentucky sentence should 
end with a period. Just a few miles 
away, at My Old Kentucky Home 
in Bardstown, we shall add that 
period when we see The Stephen 
Foster Story, written by Paul 
Green about our greatest singer, 
Stephen Foster, who gave Ken- 
tucky to the nation and the wor!d 
through the immortality of his 
songs.

K., years, there have been increasingly loud 
complaints about the rising cost of hospital 
care. Now something is being done about it. 
And indications are that with lower costs will 
come better treatment 

Progressive Patient Care—PPC for short 
isa new plan thought up by Edward J. Thoms, 
administrator of Manchester Memorial Hos- 
pital in Manchester, Connecticut. Its purpose 
is to dispense hospital care solely according to 
the nature and degree of a patient’s illness— 
not according to his financial status or the 
medical needs of other patients. 

From years of experience and observation, 
it seemed clear to Mr. Thoms that the ambu- 
latory patient who comes to the hospital for 
blood tests, X rays, or other diagnostic pro- 
cedures doesn’t need special beds, alcohol 
back rubs, frequent pulse and temperature 
readings, and meals served in his room. And 
certainly he doesn’t need round-the-clock 
surveillance by the staff, or complicated nurs- 
ing care. On the other hand, patients serious- 
ly ill—those with major heart attacks, grave 
operations, or extensive injuries from acci- 
dents, for instance—do need constant observa- 
tion and intensive care administered by alert 
and capable medical personnel. 

\fter careful planning, the PPC program 
was launched April 1, 1957. Departing sharp- 
ly from traditional hospital practice, it called 
for separating patients into three groups ac- 
cording to the nature and degree of their ill- 
nesses. The groups were (a) the seriously ill, 
(b) those with uncomplicated routine illness- 
es, and (c) walking patients who needed no 
highly specialized care. 

Seriously ill patients were to be hospital- 
ized in a *‘special care unit,’ where one nurse 
and one nurse’s aide were provided night and 
day for every four or five patients. Thus, the 
seriously sick patient had, in effect, full-time 
nursing care for his entire stay in this unit. 
But the total cost of this intensive care was 
only $28 a day, including payment in full for 
both semiprivate accommodations and nurs- 
ing care. (The services of private nurses nor- 
mally cost $54 per 24 hours of service plus the 
cost of the hospital room, which can run any- 
where from $18 to $24 a day for semiprivate 
accommodations, and much higher for a 
private room.) 


In the PPC plan, a patient whose doctor 
thinks he is no longer seriously ill is trans- 
ferred to an intermediate care unit. At this 
Stage, the patient is on the road to recovery, 
and needs only routine nursing and bed care 

not constant day and night supervision and 
intensive round-the-clock nursing service. In 
the intermediate care unit, there’s one nurse 
for every eight patients. And for a semiprivate 
accommodation the charge is just $20 a day. 

As the patient’s recovery continues still 
further, the doctor may decide that he can be 
moved to the self-service unit for patients who 
are almost ready to be discharged. The self- 
service unit of Manchester Memorial, actual- 
ly a house across the way from the hospital, 
has one nurse and one maid for each 11 pa- 
tients. All patients walk across the street to 
the hospital dining room for their noon and 
evening meals. The cost per day in the self- 
service unit is only $11. 


= does PPC work in actual practice? 
Take the case of a 52-year-old electrician 
I'll call Joseph Ames. After several attacks of 
gall-bladder colic, he had been advised to 
have surgery; but he felt so fully recovered 
after each attack that he thought he could get 
along without an operation. Then after one 
attack he didn’t make his usual recovery. In- 
stead, he became progressively sicker, de- 
veloped jaundice and a fever, and suffered 
recurrent bouts of vomiting. His wife called 
the doctor, who ordered Mr. Ames to the in- 
tensive care unit immediately. There, he was 
given round-the-clock treatment and _pre- 
pared for surgery. Mr. Ames was in worse con- 
dition than he knew, and the operation took 
several hours. For three days, he had a very 
rough time. He needed constant watching, 
stomach suction, intravenous fluids including 
a blood transfusion, antibiotics by injection, 
sedatives, pain-relieving drugs, and expert 
round-the-clock nursing care. Then after five 
days of this treatment in the intensive care 
unit, Mr. Ames was ready to be moved to the 
intermediate care unit. Here he received 
postoperative nursing care for eight days. 
Then his surgeon decided that he should be in 
the self-service unit for another two days be- 
fore being discharged from the hospital. Al-

Where can you find 

a decorator? 

Store decorating studios, found 
in many department and furniture 
stores, are staffed with people 
trained to help you solve any imag- 
inable decorating problem. They 
can visit your home to assist you in 
planning projects compatible with 
both your dreams and your budget. 
They'll shop with you, if you like, 
and place special orders for mer- 
chandise not in stock, Usually the 
store pays their salaries, making 
their services free to customers. 


Independent decorators have 
their own shops (watch the pages 
of this magazine for their credit 
lines). Many can assist you with 
remodeling projects or the building 
of a new house. Usually, an inde- 
pendent decorator special-orders 
or custom-makes merchandise for 
each customer; many stock a rep- 
resentative amount of furnishings 
themselves. They always have 
carefully selected lines of fabric 


and carpet swatches, wallpaper 
books, paint samples, and good 
sources for other furnishings items. 
Their consultation fees range frqm 
$10 to $25 an hour. If you buy 
merchandise from them, however, 
the decorating fee is credited against 
those purchases. 


Home planning centers are lo- 
cated in many department and 
furniture stores. Here, a director 
only counsels. He has a knowledge 
of decorating and furnishings, but 
is not always a full-fledged decora- 
tor. But this is a store’s free serv- 
ice which can be helpful. 


In-the-home services are offered 
by some chain stores. Trained per- 
sons can heip you select slip-cover 
materials and supervise the instal- 
lation of draperies and carpeting. 
They may suggest color schemes 
and furniture arrangement plans. 
There is no charge for their services; 
the store is compensated by the 
purchases made.

A smooth, professional job begins with these tricks 





Use these containers as you would a regular spray gun. 
First. move your arm along a stroke. pivoting your 
wrist to keep the can at 90-degrees to the work and an 
even distance away from it. Swinging arm at elbow 
produces thin and thick paint spots. 





Thickest coat runs down middle of 


On inside corners. 





By moving your arm like this, you get thick, often run- 
ning, gobs of paint in the middle of the stroke, and thin, 
uneven layers at the ends. Always keep the nozzle 
pointed at the work (see the drawing at the left) to avoid 
this and any room-fogging “overspray.” 





On outside corners, you do just the 
opposite as for inside corners. 


do the corner 





job you are spraying. Lap each 
stroke about one-third over last. 

As rule, you should start at top 
of large object and work from side 
to side. If necessary, give work sec- 
ond coat with up and down strokes. 
Move arm along evenly. 


first. Spray paint band-wide down 
each side of the corner. 

This gives a more uniform job 
and produces fewer runs than trying 
to catch both sides from corner. 


Spray band along top and edge, 
completely covering both with one 
stroke.

April 16. Summer is here today. 
Oh, how I worked! In the cold 
frame I sowed seeds of marigolds, 
cosmos, scabiosa, calendula, annual 
gaillardia, alyssum, cockscomb, 
and divers other annuals. Firmed 
the soil with a flat board. Laid on 
strips of burlap. Watered the bur- 
lap until the soil below was damp 
but not too wet. Maggie helped 
me put on the sash frames. 


April 20. Yesterday I had spread 
a layer of peat about an inch deep 
on the new strawberry bed. Today, 
I scattered a pound of chlordane 
over it to kill any white grubs in the 
soil. Then David tilled the bed 
again to work it into shape. 


April 22. Stopped at a near-by 
nursery which specializes in berry 
plants and bought 25 plants each 
of Sparkle, Vermilion, Stelemaster, 
and Paymaster, and 50 of Sure- 
crop.
